Provided, that no bonds 
shall be issued or sold, under this 
provision, to such an amount that 
the interest thereon will exceed 
the net amount of vehicle license 
tux collected for the year preced- 
ing the issuance of same, and 
which is set apaxt for the pay- 
ment of interest on said bonds. 
The State Highway Conrmission 
or Highway Department shall lo- 
cate, construct, and maintain 
highways and state trunk roads 
60 as to connect each county seat 
with the county seat of the ‘ad- 
joining county hy the most direct 
or most feasible route by a perma: 
nent road, having due regard to 
the public welfare, and to con- 
nect the county seats of the seav- 
eral border counties at or near 
the State Hne wlth a public rond 
in the border states. Provided, 
that in counties which ave divid- 
ed into two or more jJudictal di- 
visious in each of which reeular 
terins of circuit court are 2} 
the places where sall terms of 
court are held shall likewise be 
connerted , with each other. It 
sliall be the duty of said highway 
commission or highway depart- 
ment to equitably «apportion 
amone tho several counties the 
expenditure of both money and 
Jabor and tie time or times of 
making such Investments. Nat 
Jess than one-quarter of a million 
dol of the proceeds of these 
bonds shall be set ustile and ex- 
pended by the Stale Highway 
Commission In each county in the 
State. To create a sinking fund 
for the prompt and faithful pay- 
ment of the principal and interest 
on these, bonds and for the con- 
struction, maintenance, and im- 
provement of such publle high- 
ways, ronds, and bridges, the 
Legislature shall levy « spectal 
annunl license or privilege tax on 
all automobiles, and on all motor 
driven vehicles which may be 
used on the public roads and high 
ways of this state, Such bonds 
when issued shall bea direct obli- 
gation of the Sinte, and for the 
prompt and faithful payment of 
the principal and interest there- 
on the full fatth and credit of the 
State is hereby irrevocably pledg- 
ed, and such bonds shall be ex 
empt forever from all taxes of 
every kind.”
